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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board of New Castle: 


I herewith submit to you my second annual report as superin- 
tendent of your public schools. 

We are working for improvement. A more regular daily at- 
tendance is resulting and an excellent disposition of pupils to con- 
form to standards that lead to character and improvement in schol- 
arship. “Do It Right’ and “Better Scholarship” are ideals set for 
the year’s work. 

New Castle is fortunate in her teachers. In personality, instruc- 
tion and genuine interest taken in the welfare of individual pupils 
they are to be highly commended. The town is free from the great- 
est handicap schools experience, namely, frequent change in teach- 
ing staff. Changes at times must occur but conditions of living, work 
and salary should be made so attractive that superior teachers once 
employed may be retained on permanent tenure. A community that 
can and will hold its teachers obtains and deserves the best from its 
schools. 

A few minor changes have been made in the program of studies, 
and several sets of reading material introduced. <A dictionary is 
now available for all pupils above Grade IV. The new outlines for 
Junior High :School are now in force. Special emphasis is being 
placed upon good citizenship not only for the future but in the pres- 
ent daily life of the school. 

The usual medical inspection was completed in October by Dr.

An inspection without 
further attention at home is of little value. Of 53 pupils examined

upon mental capacity then attention to health is of vital concern. I
